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INTRODUCTION 


The stated objective of the WINNIPEG SHOW has always been to exhibit the 
best of contemporary Canadian Art available in a given year. As it stands, the state¬ 
ment invites a variety of interpretations, which might be represented at their 
extremes by the dutiful inclusiveness of the survey intention, on one hand, and by 
the ruthless exclusiveness of conservative and progressive ideals on the other. What is 
actually meant, however, is that the effort shall be to discover excellence wherever 
it occurs, without regard for surveys, fashions, or prejudices. A tall order. To fill 
it the WINNIPEG SHOW has been organized in two parts: a jury section: and an 
invitation section. 

Any artist in Canada was eligible to submit work for the jury section. With the help 

of a special grant from the Canada Council and the generous support of individuals 

and local organizations, $3,000 were made available for cash awards and gallery 
purchases. Also, for the first time sculptors whose work was accepted on the basis of 
entry by photograph were given assistance with shipping costs. A strong jury of 
two men was engaged and each was charged with the responsibility of choosing an 
exhibition from among the entries independently. Their choices were then combined and 
hung together as the jury section of the 1961 WINNIPEG SHOW. Approximately 
three hundred artists submitted work to the jury. 

The invitation section, which was initiated in I960, relates to the jury section in an 
interesting organic way. The section consists of work done by artist-judges and award 

winners of the SECOND WINNIPEG SHOW. Each was invited to exhibit as many as 

four pieces done during the intervening five years. Not only is there opportunity to 
see artists in greater depth than the jury section permits, but standards are recalled 
and renewed, growth is noted, and as an annual event, the WINNIPEG SHOW gains 
continuity. Each artist was eligible to submit to the jury as well.
